Jury selection begins for California man accused in wife’s death

Jury selection began in 
Detroit Wayne County 
Recorder’s Court May 6 for 
Bertram Harper, the Califor- 
nia man who helped his wife 
commit suicide in a Romulus 
hotel room Aug. 19. 

Judge Isidore Torres is 
presiding over the case. 

Prosecuting and defending 
attorneys say they have had a 
difficult time gathering 
enough evidence and case law 
to prove their respective 


cases. Harper is charged on 
two counts, according to 
Richard Padzieski, chief of 
operations for the Wayne 
County prosecutor’s office. 

“The first count is assist- 
ing a suicide with conspiracy 
to commit suicide,” Padzieski 
said. “The second count is 
euthanasia.” 

John D. O’Hair, Wayne 
County prosecuting attorney, 
is basing the Harper case on 
a Supreme Court decision 
that assisting a suicide is a 
crime in Michigan, according 
to Padzieski. 


The act of committing sui- 
cide, according to the Law 
Dictionary by Barron’s Edu- 
cational Series Inc., has not 
been unanimously classified 
as a crime. Whether 
attempted suicide or aiding 
and abetting suicide is illegal 
hasn’t been decided, he said. 

On Aug. 19, Harper said he 
spoke to police and was under 
the impression they were 
gathering routine informa- 
tion, not conducting a crimi- 
nal investigation. 

Harper’s stepdaughter, 
Shanda McGrew, was with 


him when Virginia Harper 
died, but McGrew is not 
charged. 

Virginia Harper, 69, was 
suffering from excruciating 
pain as a result of terminal 
breast and liver cancer when 
she asked her husband and 
her daughter to accompany 
her to Michigan to be with 
her when she ended her life, 
according to Harper. 

The Harpers didn’t believe 
Bertram Harper would be 
prosecuted for in Michigan 
based on literature published 


by the Hemlock Society, a 
Portland, Ore. -based right- 
to-die organization. 

They also thought Oakland 
County authorities, at the 
time, hadn’t charged retired 
Royal Oak pathologist Dr. 
Jack Kevorkian with murder 
in helping Janet Adkins, 54, 
of Portland, commit suicide 
by lethal injection last June. 

Harper told police his wife 
put a plastic bag over her 
head several times, intending 
to kill herself. His wife, how- 
ever, became hot and uncom- 


fortable, according to Harper. 

When Virginia Harper fell 
asleep, Harper said he 
slipped the bag over her head 
and secured it with rubber 
bands and twist-ties. 

Virginia Harper died of 
asphyxiation, according to 
the Wayne County Medical 
Examiner's report. A trace 
amount of alcohol was found 
in her bloodstream along 
with sedatives, which 
wouldn’t have caused her 
death, the medical examiner 
concluded. 


Council to 

discuss 

walkway 

Romulus councilmembers 
recently agreed to stage a 
public hearing at 7 p.m. May 
28 to discuss whether to 
vacate the 20-foot walkway 
on Burningtree Street. 

The Property Disposition 
Committee recommended to 
councilmembers April 1 to 
vacate the walkway, accord- 
ing to City Clerk Linda 
Choate. 

“A motion was made to rec- 
ommend to the council to 
vacate the 20-foot walkway 
on Burningtree Street bet- 
ween lots 196 and 197, and to 
offer the walkway to adjoin- 
ing property owners,” Choate 
said. 

The original intent of the 
walkway was to provide 
access to Hale Creek School 
for neighborhood children, 
according to Choate. Because 
a creek runs along the rear 
lot lines of the homes on 
Burningtree, however, the 
children use the walkway to 
the creek and then trespass 
through several backyards to 
get to Harrison. 

City Ordinance Director 
Steve Banko listed the fol- 
lowing reasons to vacate the 
walkway: 

• In the past, the property 
on Burningtree and Harrison 
were vacant and owned by 
Romulus. Children could cut 
through the open lots, caus-

Infant dies

A 14-month-old Romulus 
infant died May 4 after her 
father accidentally ran over 
her that evening while back- 
ing the family car and trailer 
out of the driveway in the 
Windcliff Subdivision. 

Romulus police officers 
would not release the names 
of the family members 
because they are still investi- 
gating. The little girl was 
taken to Annapolis Hospital 
and then transferred by heli- 
copter to St. Joseph’s Hospi- 
tal in Pontiac where she died 
of multiple head injuries, 


purchase the properties and 
rehabilitate the structures, 
particularly the one at 6479 
Wayne Road,” Choate said.

Councilmembers to 
establish district

Romulus councilmembers 
agreed May 6 to establish an 
Industrial Development Dis- 
trict on Wahrman Road, 
which was requested by 
Standon Investment Co., a 
Lincoln Park investment 
business. 

The development district 
would be spread over 80 acres 
of property between Wahr- 
man and Wayne roads, south 
of Eureka Road, according to 
City Clerk Linda Choate. 

“The subdivision will con- 
sist of office assembly, 
research, warehousing and 
light manufacturing, employ- 
ing up to 1,750 people,” 
Choate said. 

The property is already 
owned bv Standon, according 
to Donald Kegley, agent for 


Standon Investment Co. 

“Specifically, we are plan- 
ning a light-industrial devel- 
op ment with facilities 
ranging in size from 80,000 
square feet to 200,000 square 
feet,” Kegley said. “We would 
plan to commence construc- 
tion upon finalizing agree- 
ments with our initial user 
and, upon completion of the 
development, we envision a 
total of 25 to 30 buildings in 
the park. 

“It is estimated 1,500 to 
1,750 jobs would be created, 
and the purpose of requesting 
the establishment of the 
Industrial Development Dis- 
trict would be to enable the 
prospective business locating 
with the park to invest in 
capital which would maxi- 
mize these employment 
opportunities.”

Arraignment set 
for Detroit man

A Detroit man waived his 
right to a felony preliminary 
exam May 1 before 29th Dis- 
trict Court Judge Carolyn 
Archbold on an alleged hit- 
and-run felony offense of a 
Romulus teen-ager April 19. 

The $5,000 personal bond 
was also continued for Joseph 
Brady, 25. An 8:30 a.m. May 
15 arraignment was set for 
Brady at the Detroit Wayne 
County Recorder's Court. 

Daniel Meloche, 17, was 
taken to the University of 
Michigan Hospital where he 
was pronounced dead at 7:06 
a.m. April 20. 

A not-guilty plea was 
entered for Brady by Arch- 
bold. The hit-and-run charge 
is a felony offense which car- 
ries a maximum of five years 


in jail and up to a $5,000 fine. 

Brady has no previous 
criminal record, according to 
Wayne police Lt. Dan 
Randall. 

About 11:38 p.m. April 19, 
Meloche was walking south- 
bound on Merriman Road in 
the roadway, according to 
Randall. 

"He was apparently walk- 
ing home from his girlfriend’s 
house in Westland when he 
was struck by a vehicle,” 
Randall said. 

The vehicle, allegedly 
driven by Brady, sped away 
from the scene while failing 
to stop and assist Meloche, 
according to Randall. The 
vehicle headed southbound 
on Merriman, west on Michi- 
gan Avenue. 

Police are still investigat- 
ing the cause of the hit-and- 
run accident. 
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Amann wins 11th District post 


It was less than a surprise 
Tuesday when Bryan Amann 
experienced a resounding vic- 
tory in the race for the 11th 
District Wayne County Com- 
mission post. 

The district post has been 
historically occupied by 
Democrats. 

Former Canton Township 
Supervisor Jim Poole was 
Amann’s opponent represent- 
ing the Republicans. 

Amann claimed victory 
with approximately 3,700 
votes. Poole won 1,300 votes. 

Voter turnout was best in 
Wayne, Canton Township and 
Huron Township where there 
was also a police millage on 
the ballot. 

Wayne and Canton threw 
the bulk of their support 
behind Amann, while Huron 
Township was a little closer. 

As noise czar for the 
county, Amann has been 
instrumental in developing a 
plan which would reduce air- 
craft noise in cities north of 
the airport, but increased 
noise levels south of the air-

port thus affecting Huron 
Township. 

It will take approximately 
one week to certify the elec- 
tion results. Amann is 
expected to be sworn in as 
commissioner at the next 
board meeting. 


Amann agrees with com- 
ments concerning the lack of 
communication between the 
suburbs and the commis- 
sioners. He supports moving 
more commission meetings 
and public hearings to the 
suburbs and hopes to offer 
office hours on a regular 
basis at local city halls and 
township halls. 

Amann also said he hopes 
to narrow the gap between 
the suburbs and Detroit in 
matters discussed by the 
commissioners with County 
Executive Edward 
McNamara. 

“I think it's possible to dis- 
agree without being dis- 
agreeable, n Amann said. “I 
think that is what is happen- 


ing now. 

Amann said he hopes to 
work with McNamara to iron 
out differences, but the for- 
mer assistant county execu- 
tive claims he will not be a 
“rubber stamp** for the 
executive. 

“The first time we disagree 
on an issue will be difficult,” 
he said. 

Amann said he has been 
questioned so much on his 
independence as a commis- 
sioner, that he has made it a 
“personal challenge” to stand 
on his own. 

This, Amann said, will be 
somewhat easier for him as 
he has the information and 
background available to 
make independent decisions.

Recycling effort requires some ‘cleaning up’

The recycling effort by res- 
idents is appreciated but use- 
less unless recyclables are 
clean with lids removed for 
drop-off, according to 
Romulus recycling coordina- 
tor Jeffery Martell. 

“The numbers (of individ- 
uals recycling) are rising, 
and that is great,” Martell 
said. “But recyclables are not 
being prepared correctly, and 
that causes problems with 
the companies who receive 
our materials. 


“If the materials are con- 
taminated, mixed together, 
has food still in it or is not 
clean, the real process of 
recycling is not being done, 
and we will start to return 
the dirty products.” 

Martell encourages resi- 
dents to: 

• Remove plastic caps and 
lids at home because they 
cannot be recycled at this 
time. Metal caps and lids, 
however, can be recycled with 
cans. Wash, rinse and sort by 
color the glass containers 
(green, clear and brown). 

• Not drop off plate glass, 


Pyrex, ceramic, pottery 
dishes, drinking glasses, 
phone books, envelopes or 
glossy material. 

• Bundle paper with string 
only. No nylons, synthetic 
cords or nylon’(metal strap- 
ping wrapped will be 
accepted. Try large bundles. 

• Drop off milk, juice, 
water, vinegar, bleach and 
detergent plastic containers 
marked with a No. 1 or No. 2 
symbol stamped on the bot- 
tom. Remove plastic caps at 
home. Wash and rinse plas- 
tics and flatten or crush in 
order to save on storage 


space. 

• No t drop off plastic oil 
cans, d irty or moldy plastic 
containers, cheese, yogurt, 
sour cr cam, ‘Cool Whip* cups, 
dirty mustard or ketchup 
containers, plastic utensils, 
plate?,, cups, mugs, micro- 
wave dishes, Tupperware’ or 
other containers. Bottle or 
jugs that contained motor or 
vege fable oil are not accepted 
because they are hard to 
clea n and contaminate the 
plas bios collected. 

“Clean recyclables are 
important,” Martell said. “It 
sav<t*‘j. us time sorting the 


materials, it saves time for 
the public by not waiting ii.

Home re-inspection to help city 


In order to update city 
records of residential prop- 
erty value, a re- inspection of 
houses will be conducted 
throughout Romulus over the 
next three months. 

The last time such an 
inspection was conducted 
occurred in 1978, when re- 
measuring of an individual 
structure (such as a porch or 
garage) was not required, 
according to Matthew Raf- 
tary, director of the Depart- 
ment of Assessment. 

“It has been 20 years sincus 
a measurement of properticrm 
was made, and it is importan t 
our records be made current;, ” 
Raftary said. 

Besides updating the bai-.«e 
of information on record wit h 
the city, the new informatio n 
will allow conversion of tl ie 
State Tax Commission 19',? 2 
Cost Manual to the 1991 C o fit 
Manual. This will enable* a 
more accurate and up-to-dr ite 
evaluation to be made i or 
each home. 

“What this means for resi- 
dents of Romulus is not only 
more equitable and uniform

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Rate drop to stir local interest 


Area financial experts said 
Friday they see some signs 
the credit crunch crippling 
the U.S. economy is easing, 
although they remain cau- 
tious in their optimism. 

"Spring is generally the 
time of year people look for 
inew homes because the kids 
are getting out of school,” 
said Peter Ammon, branch 
/Vice president of First 
.Nationwide Bank and Fed- 
eral Savings Bank in 
^Belleville. "Traditionally, 
this is the busiest time of the 
year for the home-lending 
business.” 

Hit hard by a series of bad 
-property loans, bank man- 
agers have turned extremely 
cautious about extending 
icredit to even the best 
borrowers. 

Moreover, the credit stag- 
nation has made it difficult 
for the Federal Reserve to get 


the economy moving again, 
forcing it to cut interest rates 
several times this year. 

On April 30, the Federal 
Reserve cut the discount rate 
it charges banks to 5.5 per- 
cent from 6 percent, prompt- 
ing many U.S. banks to drop 
their prime lending rates a 
half point to 8.5 percent. 

The new rate is 1 percent 
lower than from the same 
time last year and the lowest 
since May 1988, according to 
local bank managers. 

As a result, they expect to 
see substantial increases in 
short-term home equity 
loans. But long-term loans 
such as home mortgages, 
they say, may only increase 
slightly over the next couple 
months. 

“The prime rate has some 
effect on the flavor of the 
economy,” said Alex 
Nafranowicz, branch man- 


ager of First of America in 
Wayne. "We should see a 
slight surge in home sales. 
Home mortgages have hit 
rock bottom now. They’ll 
probably go up during the 
summer months.” 

At Comerica, the drop to 
8.5 percent is expected to 
push some local customers 
back into the market, despite 
the dismal economic cloud 
hanging over the country. 

"If the rates continue to 
remain low, it will draw the 
marginal borrowers back in,” 
Comerica spokesman Randy 
Boileau said. “This new rate 
should give them the impetus 
to take out a home improve- 
ment loan or even buy a new 
home. As rates start to fall, 
borrowing seems more 
attractive. And believe me, 
home borrowing has not been 
this attractive in years.”

It’s time to build 
a better bridge 

A natural gap falls between the city of Detroit and 
the suburbs when considering matters for Wayne 
County. 

That gap also seems to exist between the Wayne 
County Executive and the Wayne County Board of 
Commissioners. 

The leader of Detroit is no doubt Coleman A. Young. 

The leader of suburban Wayne County, from a collec- 
tive standpoint, is certainly Edward McNamara, for- 
merly mayor of Livonia. 

The leader of the board of commissioners is Arthur 
Blackwell, a representative of parts of Detroit, Ham- 
tramck and Highland Park, a well-known backer of 
Young and a well-known opponent of McNamara. 

So, the gap widens. 

Blackwell spoke last week of the commissioners 
meeting with the mayors of all the communities in 
Wayne County. This meeting would secure for the com- 
mission, he believed, a more solid footing among con- 
stituents outside of the city. 

You see, Blackwell is a politician, just like 
McNamara is a politician — just like we are all politi- 
cians. Blackwell wants to make sure that the commis- 
sion is adequately noticed for the things that they do. 

Blackwell says he wants to narrow the gap, but it 
seems perhaps he just wants to be on both sides of the 
gap. 

It’s not a bad place to be. The middle is the place we 
should all move toward. 

Obviously, it is important that we take stands on 
issues. 

Maybe we would be better served, however, if we 
started at some middle ground and then worked from 
there. 

All of the parties involved in the Tiger Stadium issue 
agreed, finally, that the stadium should remain in 
Detroit. That is a good place to start. Now, it is time for 
all those involved to finish the puzzle through a series 
of compromises. 

It’s politics. It’s how the game works. 

Blackwell wants the commission to be more 
respected in the suburbs. Perhaps then the commission 
should spend some time ju. the suburbs getting to knojw j , 
the people here. 

The commission meets several times a year in the 
suburbs, but the bulk of their meetings and hearings 
are staged in Detroit. 

Blackwell was surprised by the things he saw in the 
suburbs, as if he had spent little time here. He claimed 
to represent all of Wayne County, but does he even 
know the majority of the county. 

Blackwell’s intentions are good I’m sure. He has 
made a point worthy of consideration. The commission 
is the legislative branch of county government, and 
they should be acknowledged. 

The commission and the Executive should start fresh 
and at least try to work as a team on those issues which 
they can arrive at an agreement. 

The Executive’s team and the commission should 
start to narrow the gap and both should adequately 
represent the needs of the entire county. 

McNamara, however, is not the bad guy. Perhaps, the 
commission has just not taken the time to become bet- 
ter acquainted with the other two-thirds of their 
constituency.

Farewell to the last of the “old guard” 


Here’s a confession. 

Some time ago, I stopped 
writing a weekly column. 
When people asked me the 
reasons, I would tell them 
that doing this every week 
took time, energy and 
thoiight/most of which are in 
very short supply for all of us 
lately. 

But, as I learned years and 
years ago, people give rea- 
sons for their actions, and 
then there are the real rea- 
sons. If the truth were to be 
told, the real reason I discon- 
tinued these weekly efforts 
was simply the pain it 
caused. It really did hurt too 
much. 

It was painful to relive life 
experiences which taught me 
a lot. It was hurtful to recall 
times and people in my life 
now long lost. It was uncom- 
fortable to look back on deci- 
sions I made or actions I took 
and wish that I had had bet- 
ter information or instincts 
on wh ich to base my 
judgments. 

But several times recently, 
there have been incidents 
which have prompted me to 
begin, once again, to think 
about writing. Perhaps the 
real confession here is that, 
painful as it is, time consum- 
ing although it may be, I 
really do enjoy sharing these 
recollections and comments. I 
think that occasionally, it is 
more enjoyable for me than 
for the readers, and certainly 
- far more therapeutic. 



This week the temptation 
to once again write could no 
longer be resisted and, as in 
the past, I’m blaming it on 
my mother. 

She phoned me last night 
to wish me a happy birthday 
and during the conversation, 
she told me that one more of 
the old guard had died. That 
news took me by surprise and 
left me feeling that it could 
not go by without some 
comment. 

My mother told me that 
Ruth Clift, the widow of Ray 
Clift, had died suddenly. Ray 
Clift was one of the original 
co-publishers of Associated 
Newspapers, along with Lou 
Robson and my father, Wes 
Willett. The three men and 
their wives were frequent 
social companions as well as 
business partners and it was 
a close group. 

While my dad and Lou are 
both dead now, my mother is 
in an assisted living resi- 
dence where she has help 
with the everyday activities 
we take for granted. Ruth 
had been living with a niece, 
although she had kept the 
home in Van Buren Township 
exactly as it was the day Ray 


died. Rumor has it that his 
toothbrush hung in the bath- 
room and his pipe remained 
on the desk, just as he left 
them. 

My mother had spoken to 
Ruth very recently following 
a phone conversation she and 
I had. Rummaging through 
old boxes and albums while 
sorting out the basement, I 
found a photo of my mom and 
dad with the Robsons and the 
Clifts at a local restaurant. 
When I mentioned it to my 
mother, she wondered about 
her old friend. I found Ruth's 
phone number for her, and 
Mom called Ruth. 

They had a wonderful con- 
versation, or so I’m told, and 
Ruth promised my mother 
that she would come to see 
her “very soon.” These two 
women hadn't spoken in 
years, and yet, when my 
mother called, they had a 
wonderful conversation and 
reminisced about people and 
incidents long forgotten by 
most people. 

My father and Ray Clift 
were men dedicated to their 
craft. They were career news- 
paper men. Ruth Clift and my 
mother did what wives were 
supposed to do, according to 
the rules of society at that 
time. They were patient, sup- 
portive and loving. It was a 
different time with different 
values, and speaking to 
someone who shared those 
times was a wonderful thing 
for my mother. 


The last time I spoke with 
Ruth, several years ago, she 
spoke very nostalgically 
about those past times and of 
her love and devotion to her 
husband. It was no secret to 
anyone who knew them that 
she worshipped Ray. She 
explained to me that she 
could never think about sell- 
ing the home they shared 
because it was “Ray's baby". 
He'd had the house built 
exactly to his specifications 
and it was uniquely his. 

During their phone conver- 
sation, Ruth told my mom, 
“I’m coming to see you Midge. 
I'm going to get out there 
very soon.” My mother was 
thrilled and waiting for the 
visit. 

It never happened. Ruth 
Clift died last week before 
she had a chance to visit her 
old friend. How many other 
things had Ruth planned to 
do before she ran out of time? 

It reminded me to begin to 
take the time to do the things 
I want to do. I would urge you 
to do the same. If there is an 
old friend in your life with 
whom you haven't spoken in 
a long time, do it now. If you 
haven't talked to your par- 
ents, call or visit them. Do 
the things that will bring 
some warmth or some happi- 
ness to you and to those you 
love. Life really is very short. 

Do something you enjoy. 
Me? I'm writing this column. 

Good bye Ruth. Say hello 
to Ray for me.

It will cost you more to 
drive this year than ever 
before, according to AAA 
Michigan. 

How much more will 
depend on the type of car you 
drive. 

Owners of compact cars 
will pay nearly 13 percent 
more to drive their cars in 
1991 than they did in 1990. 

Mid-size car drivers will 
pay almost 11 percent more, 
while those who drive large 
vehicles will pay an addi- 
tional 15 percent. 

This means that driving 
15,000 miles annually will 
cost an average of 31.6 cents 
per mile or $4,74 1 a year for a 
four-cylinder compact; 37.9 
cents or $5,686 for a six- 
cylinder mid-size; and 42.4 
cents or $6,355 for a full-size 
sedan. 

Operating costs -- gas- 
oline, oil, tires and mainte- 
nance -- account for 
approximately 26 percent of 
the yearly expenses. The 
remainder covers ownership 
costs -- insurance, taxes, 
depreciation and loan- 
finance charges. 

The AAA study covers cars 
equipped with standard and 
optional accessories, includ- 
ing automatic transmission, 
air conditioning, power steer- 
ing, power disc brakes, AM- 
FM stereo, cruise control, tilt 
steering wheel, tinted glass 
and rear-window defogger. 

Fuel costs were based on 
an average price of $1,369 
per gallon of regular 
unleaded gasoline. 


Insurance figures were 
based on personal use of cars 
driven less than 10 miles to 
or from work, with no young 
drivers. 

Normal depreciation costs 
were based on the trade-in 
value at the end of four years 
or at 60,000 miles. 

Ownership costs for a com- 
pact car figured at $9.66 per 
day, while for the full-size 
sedan the cost was $12.85 per 
day.
